cells is performed using said second clock signal. 
• In an operation in response to said program command received from said 
command terminal, said control circuit controls, based on operation steps, 
corresponding to said program command, serially receiving of data via said data 
terminal in response to said clock signal, transferring received data to said first 
volatile memory, and writing said received data stored in said first volatile 
memory to ones of said nonvolatile memory cells; and wherein said data writing 
to ones of said nonvolatile memory cells is performed using said second clock 
signal.
